Continuation of 3. NOTE: There is insufficient information in the instant specification relating to the pH of the composition. Clinical 
Pharmacokinetics: Concepts and Applications is relied upon to find a nexus between the pKa of a solution and the pH. The missing 
components of the formula is the concentration. The formula pH=pKa + log (ionized concentration/un-ionized concentration) for acids. 
Applicants representative states that the pH of the solution is less than about 4. However, Clinical Pharmacokinetics teach that the pH 
partition hypothesis is dependent upon the concentration of the acid in solution, which is not represented in the instant claims where the 
pH is expressed. One of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the pH of the solution with suggestion of a range of 
pkA's for the solution without a concentration or a recitation of the specific acid in the solution for which a pH is being claimed.
